The Mt. Oak United Methodist Church sits on a low hill in the northeast corner of the Mt. Oak Road intersection with
Church Road. Its modern, cast imitation stone facing belies the historic edifice beneath. Initially constructed in 1881, the
building has undergone several dramatic renovations. As it stands today (2005), the church is a gable-roof (east-west)
sanctuary with tall, narrow windows and a small, angular spire topped with a cross. On the northwest (1950s) and southwest
(1926) exterior corners, two gable-end additions forma T. Since 1988 (last documentation of the church), a larger meeting
room addition was constructed on the north end of the north (1950s) addition. The interior was initially altered following a fire
in 1935, at which time “the original building was raised and a basement excavated underneath” (MIHP PG #74A-9, 1988).
The original bell tower was also removed at that time. Due east of the church building is the two-story frame parsonage built
in 1940. The building retains its Colonial Revival form but is covered with aluminum siding and has at least some replacement
vinyl windows.

Determination of Eligibility

In the mid-1950's a belfry was built at the ridge near the east gable
end, and the educational wing was extended at the northwest corner of the
church, completing the crossbar of the T configuration. The completed
educational wing is three bays deep, and four bays long on each side of
the perpendicular sanctuary section.

A new building program was initiated in 1979, resulting in the
present form of the church which was completed in 1981. The sanctuary was
extended to the east, incorporating the small entry vestibule, adding
three more rows of pews and a balcony, and providing a full-gable-width
entry vestibule at the east gable end. The modern double-door entrance
was built in the north side of this vestibule. The building was covered
with a white cut-stone veneer, and the long aluminum-frame vertical
windows were installed in the sanctuary section.
